Why things happen the way they do 


Do you ever wonder why things 
happen the way they do in life? For 
example, how do microwave ovens 
cook food? What really is choles¬ 
terol and why is it a health con¬ 
cern? What makes cola fizz? What 
kind of organism was that? If you 
are one of the people with inquir¬ 
ing minds who wish to know the 
answers to life’s questions, then 
the science classes at SMCC are

Meeting an increasing demand 


Nursing is one of the fastest 
growing fields today for both men 
and women. The training is hard, 
but once nursing students reach 
their goals, the benefits of helping 
others and making a good salary 
are worth it. 

Students begin with the basics, 
such as English and algebra, and 
Anatomy and Physiology. During 


their first year in the nursing pro¬ 
gram, they take Fundamentals of 
Nursing, Obstetrics, and Pedi¬ 
atrics.

Offering a number of opportunities 


Moving into the twenty-first 
century in a few years means mov¬ 
ing toward a computer age and a 
technology that will require high 
levels of mathematics and compu¬ 
ter skills. SMCC provides a curric¬ 
ulum that helps to prepare stu¬ 
dents who want to concentrate on 
either area or on both areas.

Trained, skilled, and ready to work 


If you want to learn a trade and 
skip English Composition and biol¬ 
ogy, then the vocation program is 
right for you. Each semester a 
large number of students enroll in 
programs designed for offering 
hands-on experience that pre¬ 
pares them for the work force. 

Programs can last as long as 
two years or as short as eight 
weeks. Training is offered in auto 


mechanics, diesel mechanics, 
building trades, industrial electric¬ 
ity, electronics, heating, refrigera¬ 
tion, and air conditioning, rotary 
drilling, welding, and truck driving. 

An extensive course in cosme¬ 
tology trains students to cut and 
style hair as they work under the 
supervision of their instructors. 
After they have clocked a certain 
number of hours, the work in the 


classroom setting ends and 
they can begin work in the styl¬ 
ing salon. 

The facilities of the vocation¬ 
al division are among the best- 
equipped in the state and the 
success rate of those who com¬ 
plete the programs is also com¬ 
mendable.
